In view of Applicant's Terminal Disclaimer over U.S. Patent 
Application 08/737,446 the Double Patenting rejection has been 
obviated. 

Furthermore, upon a review of the state of the art it has been 
concluded that a glucagon-like peptide 1-related peptide and a 
glucagon-like peptide 1 (7-36) amide analogue are substantially 
similar in structure and expected biological activity. 

In addition, it is clear from Applicant's specification on 
page 1 that claims drawn to treating insulin-requiring diabetes 
excludes the treatment of non insulin treated type II diabetics.
